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DETAILED OFFICE ACTION 



Applicants' amendment filed on 12 August 2009 is acknowledged and entered. Claims 1- 
14 and 22-24 are cancelled. Claims 15-21 are amended. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 15 and 17, directed to compositions of the allowable product, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby 
rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. Claims 16 and 18 remain 
withdrawn because they are different invention(s) embracing a different scope of using the 
claimed product, and therefore would require an additional examination and search to resolve 
issues pertaining to prior art, 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph, and 35 USC § 101. 

Status of Objections and Rejections: 

The rejection of claims 15, 17 and 21 is withdrawn, based on the examiner's amendment 
herein. Claims 16 and 18-20 remain withdrawn. 

Figure 1 is objected to for displaying amino acid sequences without the appropriate 
sequence identifiers. Appropriate correction is required.

2) Please replace the claim set with the following rewritten claim set: 
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15. (Currently amended) The use of A composition comprising a the binding molecule according 
to any one of claims 19, 20, and claim 2 1 , as a pharmaceutical and a pharmaceutically acceptable 
carrier . 

17. (Currently amended) A composition comprising a the binding molecule according to any one 
of claims 19, 20, and claim 2 1 , in association with and at least one carrier or diluent. 

21. (Currently amended) An isolated human Nogo_A623-640 binding molecule which comprises 
a heavy chain variable domain or fragment thereof, and wherein said heavy chain variable 
domain or fragment thereof comprises in sequential order SEQ ID NO: 8, SEQ ID NO: 9 and SEQ 
ID NO: 10; and a light chain variable domain or fragment thereof , and wherein said light chain 
variable domain or fragment thereof comprises in sequential order SEQ ID NO:l 1, SEQ ID 
NO: 12 and SEQ ID NO: 13. 



Conclusion: 

Claims 15,17 and 21 are allowed.
